* beck, as related on his Part. 


tat IS moft ferene Highnefs the late Duke Auguftus 
Frederick, Bithop of Lubeck, &c. dying fud- 
denly the Night between the 1ft and 2d of October, 
his moft ferene Highnefs Duke Chriftian Auguftus, 
at that time Coadjutor, and now Bithop of Lubeck, 
judg’d it neceffary, by Virtue of his Right and cor- 
formably to Cuftom, to take Poffeffion of the vacant 

ifhoprick. ‘ 
M. John Philip Fortfch, Councellor and Phyfician 
of the deceafed Bithop, being authoriz’d to take that 
Poffeffion by the Bifhop regent, did it in the Pre. 
fence of Alexander Molde and Gafpar Grubau 
Imperial Notaries (who drew up an Actof it,) and 
of Joachim Gabriel Sprengel, and Paul Preimer, 
Burgomafters of Eutin, who were defir’d to be 
Witnefles. 
“The Mafiner of his executing this Commiffion 
‘was as follows. 
Having on Friday the 2d of OGober, thew’d the 
faid Perfons the dead Body of the late Bifhop ; about 
Noon he went down into the Court of the Caftle 
of Eutiin, and there madethe following Declaration. 
- Forafmuch as it has pleas’d God to take out of 
this World by a fudden Death his moft ferene and 
reverend Highnefs the late Duke Auguftus Frederick 
Bithop of Lubeck, Heir of Norway &c. our moft 
gracious Duke and Lord, whofe Death we deplore 
with all our Hearts, having thereby loft an excellent 
Prince and Father of the People ; and feeing the 
moft ferene Houfe of Gottorp, by Virtue of an A- 
greement made with the Chapter, and of divers 
Capitulat Decrees, has to this Bifhoprick an un- 
queftionable Right confirm’d by his Imperial Ma- 
jefty, who by a Refcript to the faid Chapter order’d 
them to proceed to the Nomination of a Prince of 
the faid moft ferene Houfe , which Nomination his 
imperial Majefty declar’d ought to be accounted a 
free and Canonical Election, in Confequence where- 
of the reverend Chapter has nominated for Coadju- 
tor and Confequently for Bifhop, the moft reverend 
and ferene Duke and Lord Chriftian Auguftus, Heir 
of Norway, &c. I John Philip Fortfch, his Coun- 
cellor and Phyfician, take Poffeffion by Vircue of the 
Powers and Order of his moft ferene Highnefs my 
Lord and Mafter, as rightful Bithop, elected and con- 
firm’d, and in the beft Ferm of Right that may be, 
Firft of the Caftle and Refidence of the Bithop with all 
_ belonging thereto, and of its Dependancies, faving 
notwithftanding to the reverend Chapter the Capitu- 
lation and their Rights. Pa 

This Declaration being made, he requir’d the No- 
raries and Witneffes abovenamed to atteft what the 
had feen and heard, and to draw up a Notarial A 
of it; Whichdone, for the more certain Proof of 
his taking Poffeffion, he cut a Peice of Wood off 
che great Gate of the Cattle, and going with the 


faid Notaries and Witneffes into the Kitchin, where 
Was no Fire, he in the Name of the Bifhop caus’d a 
Fire to be lighted, and having likewife cut off a 
Piece of the Door of the Duke’s Chamber, and 
another off the Door of the Chancery, he took the 
Keys as well of the faid Chamber and Chancery as 
of the Drawbridge of the Cattle. 

All this being perform’d, a Company of Grena- 
diers of the Duke Regent of Slefwich Holftein en- 
tred the lower Court of the faid Caftle, where be- 
ing disbanded, and afterwards lifted into the Service 
of the Bifhop, they took an Oath of Fidelity to him, 
the Oath being adminiftred to them by the faid 
Councellor. 

The next Day, the 3d of OGtober he went with 
the fame Notaries to Lubeck, where in the Prefence 
of Detlef Peterfen Architect, and John Henry 
Geltern Painter, he folemnly took Poffeffion of the 
Epifcopal Palace, by cutting a Piece of Wood of 
the great Gate that opens into the Church-yard, and 
alfo of the Cathedral Church by touchiug the Ring 
in the Choire. 

The fame Day his moft Serene Highnefs himfelf 
arriv'd at Lubeck, wirh a {mall Retinuc, and after 


having taken poffeifion of the Epifcopal Palace, took 


up his Lodging in ir. 

The 4th he notified by a Letter to the Chapter 
not only the Death of his Predeceffor, but of the 
Poffeffion taken in the manner related of the Bifho- 
prick and its Dependencies, declaring it fhould be in 
no wife prejudicial to the Chapter, and that he was 
ready to give them fatisfaction for the Adminiftration 
of 2 Years agreed by the Capitulation. At the end 
of the Letter the Canons were admonith’d ro pay 
their Duty to his moft Serene Highnefs, as to their 
rightful Head. 

The 5th M. Witzendorf the Dean of the Chapter 
conven’d it according to Cuftom ; and the 6th all 
the @anons that appear'd affembled in the ufual 
Place in the Cathedral Church, where his moft Se- 
rene Highnefs’s Letter being read, and M. Witzen- 
dorf having put the Queftion, after mature Exa- 
mination and Confideration of the whole matter, his 
moft Serene Highnefs was by a Majority of Voices, 
viz. of 9 againft 6, acknowledg’d rightful Bifhop of 
Lubeck. The Opponents declar’d for his Royal 
Highnefs Prince Charles of Denmark ; and Baron 
Kielmanfegg mov’d (as he did at the Nomination to 
the Coadjutorfhip,) that the Affair fhould be referr’d 
to the Decifion of the Imperial Court ; but that did 
not hinder the acknowledging of his moft Serene 
Highnefs from paffing, becaufe the we agp was for 
him. This done, Dean Witzendorf, and Privy 
Gouncellor Berkenthin, were jointly deputed on che 

art of the Chapter, nor only to compliment his moft 
Sones Highnefs, but likewife to introduce him ac- 
cording to Cuftom into the Poffeffion of: the Bitho- 

rick. 
, The 7th his moft Serene Highnefs empowet'd his 
Privy Councellor M. Kettenburg, to treat with the 
Chapter about the Adminiftration of 2 Years, and 
they agreed for a certain Summ. 

‘The fame Day his moft Serene Highneis went 
from Lisbeck to Swarrau, one of the Bai!lywicks 
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the Bihoprick, wHete he pafs'd the Night, being 
lodg'd in the Bailiff’s Houfe. 

The 8thin the Morning he went to Eutin, and 
was receiv'd on the Frontier of the Bifhoprick by the 
faid Deputies of the Chapter attended by a nume- 


rous Retinue. His moft Serene Aighnels was met 


there likewife by the ordinary Guards of the deceas'd 
Bifhop, and by his Body-Coach with feveral others all 
drawn by 6 Morfes cach. The Deputies having 
made him the Compliment they were order’d, and 
thereby confirm’d him, as it were, in the Poffeliion of 


his Coach, and was accompanied by them to the Ca- 
of Eutin, uke Place of Refideli¢e! of the Bifhops. 
His moft Serene Highnefs arriv’d there before Noon, 
and. found in the Courr Yard of the: Caitle a Table 
coverd with CrimfonVelver, on which were laid 
the Epifcopal Sword.and the Bible; there was alfo 
an Epifcopal Chair, in which his moft Serene Highs 
nefs feated himfelf. Then the Burgomafters aud 
Magiftrates of the Town of Eutin, (who had receiv'd 
his moft Serene Highoets.at the Gate of the Lown, 
the Burghers ftanding drawn up in Arms in 2 Lines 
along the Streers,). came with the faid Burghers, Co- 
lours flying and Drums beating, into the Court Yard 
of che Caftie, where ftood on one tide the Company 
of Grenediers, and on the other all the Officers of 
the Emifcopal Houfehold, with feyeral Subjects of 
the Bithoprick. Vi 
Then M. Witzendorff as the Chapret’s firft Depa- 
ty, made a Speech to his moft Serene Highnefs, and 
in the Name of the Chapter put into His Hand the 
Spiritual and Temporal Sword, as aifo the Keys of 
the Choire, and of theCaftle. Dean Pincier, in Be- 
half of the Chapter of Eutin; the Sur-Intendant on 
the part of the Clergy, and the m 4% ancient Burgo- 
mafter in the Name of the Magiitracy, made their 
Compliments likewile. After which M. Striker, Se- 
cretary of the Epifcopal Chancery, read witha loud 
Voice the Oath of Fidelity, which all the Officers, 
Burghers, and Subjectsof the Bifhoprick took folemn- 
ly, holding up their Hands in the ufual manner. 
Thfs done, his moft Serene Highnefs the Bifhop 
repair'd to the Chappel of the Caftle, where he heard 
a Sermon preach’d by the Sur-Intendant, and the 
Ceremony was concluded with a Te Deum, accom- 
panied with Mufick, Trumpets, and Kettle-Drums.
